Fort Riley, Ka s., May I.—Locat­ 
ed on the north bank of the Kan­ 
sas river, with steep, grassy hills 
behind it, is Fort Riley, where 2,500 
young men from Missouri, Kansas, 
Colorado and Wyoming will report 
for duty May 14 for a three months' 
period of intensive military training 
it the officers’ reserve camp. 
The 
buildings 
at the fort are 
constructed of native stone, and are 
located on the hills just back from 
the 
river. 
The 
officers* 
homes, 
many of which are of architectural 
beauty, also are of stone and are 
surrounded by well 
kept lawns. 
The streets and drives about the 
reservation are macadamized. The 
barracks, 
horse 
barns, 
armories 
and other buildings are of uniform 
construction. 
About a Ila lf mile to the east of 
the 
fort 
are 
situated 
“Pawnee 
Hats,” where the Kansas National 
Guard holds 
its 
annual 
encamp­ 
ments and where it was mobilized 
last spring for .service on the Mex­ 
ican border. 
The flats slope gen 
tly toward tin* Kansas river, dis 
that about a half mile, and form an 
ideal camp site . They also make 
excellent diill grounds. 
The steep 
and often rocky hills directly be­ 
hind the flats are points of vantage 
from 
which 
members 
of 
signal 
companies wigwag lo each other. 
On one of these hills is located the 
wireless station at the loft. 
The camping site, as well as all 
buildings, are connected with tie 
water plant, which is part of the 
fort. 
Shower bath houses are pro­ 
vided on the flats for each bat tai 
ion. 
Water is piped 
directly 
to 
each company cook shack. 
About a half mile to the east of 
Pawnee flats stands the old historic 
state house, the first 
capitol 
of 
Kansas. 
It is a building of white 
stone, the walls of which still are 
standing . The roof long since has 
fallen in. 
It is directly south of 
the Union Pacific 
railway 
tracks 
and not far from the Kansas river. 
Fort Riley is connected by inter­ 
urban with Junction 
City, 
about 
three miles to the southwest, and 
also with Manhattan, about twenty 
miles northeast, where the Kansas 
state agric ultural college is located. 
Both of these places are thriving 
towns of between 6,000 and 7,500 
population. 
Construction of three new' bar­ 
rack buildings, each to accommo­ 
date a company cif IGO men, with 
mess halls, kitchens, store rooms 
and dormitories, was to have begun 
at the fort about May I. The build­ 
ings will be of frame construction 
to augment the existing barracks 
in the housing of 2,500 candidate s 
for commissions who will come to 
the training camp.

must go. 
“The country rings W’ith sugges­ 
tions ior tho betterment of the 
conditions under which 
land 
i. 
cultivated, but as I see things, tTic 
suggestions are in no instance dras­ 
tic enough. 
“Tho only cure fee* Hie present 
evils seems to me to he state own 
ership, the abolition of all private 
property- in tin* earth that was giv­ 
en »o all of tis in common. 
“Thoro are i nvo classes of la*' 
landowners in England, the aristo­ 
cracy and tho plutocracy. 
“As a class, the aristocracy have 
been good landlords with limits, 
but the Uni ts are very marked, 
because they have, always been ti 
narrow'-mirn!cd boily. The average 
chatelaine who plays the part of 
Lady Bountiful is to me an abomin­ 
ation, because hor philanthropy is. 
0 closely associated 
with 
dog­ 
matic religion, personal pride, and 
partv politics. 
‘ I have known estates win re tho 
tenants are expected to belong to 
tho Church of Eli gland, and non- 
oonformh'ts arr* barred cr persecut­ 
ed. 
Radicalism is 
likewise 
sits 
poet 
Farmers, laborers and small 
village tradesmen have been ruin­ 
ed or exiled from the place of their 
birth because their 
opinions 
are 
contrary to those of their landlord. 
Men and women on such estates 
must rule their lives 
to 
order, 
1 bink as they are told to think. If 
our aristocracy possessed the over­ 
whelming wisdom 
necessary

their role as supreme dictators, all 
would be well, but I cannot reckon 
in their ranks more than six whose 
claims would bear momentary eon- 
side rat ion.

On my farm 
we have found that there are many 
jobs which come

ip power in a stick of dynamite 
Ail! do quicker and cheaper than 
vc could do ourselves. 
W e have 
ised m any tons of it, and with few 
exceptions 
the 
results 
obtained 
have been excellent. 
There is lit­ 
tle danger in the using of dyna­ 
m ite— in fact, absolutely no danger 
whatsoever, provided one first, re­ 
sizes he is handling an explosive 
md then uses good sound common 


sense. 
W hen I came on the place I found 
i plot of about two acres off to the 
south from the house 
and 
barn. 
The sail was a rich loam, and it 
was getting all the drainage from 
ny cowyard and stables. 
I believed that it would make a 
fine truck garden, but there were 
bout 200 stumps on the lot. W ith 
the help of one man I started in to 
lean the lot with the use of dyna­ 
mite. 
It took us three days, and 
the cost of tile dynam ite w*e used 
was in the neighborhood of $30. 
W e followed the rule, “ A pound 
of dynam ite for every foot in the

of

stump,” and in 
most cases the stump was removed 
w ith a single charge.

The explosiv * was in each 
case placed as near directly under 
the stump as possible.
